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Former racehorse 
trainer found dead

TRIBUTES have been paid 
to former racehorse trainer 
Pip Payne who has been 
found dead. 

The body of Mr Payne, 61, was 
recovered by emergency services 
from land off Hamilton Road, 
Newmarket, on Monday evening. 

Mr Payne had been a racehorse 
trainer for more than 20 years until he 
retired four years ago after accepting 
an offer from leading racehorse owner 
Sheikh Mohammed to rent his 
Frankland Lodge Stables in Hamilton 
Road. 

Mr Payne continued to live there 
with his wife and three children and 
more recently had driven horseboxes 
for the British Bloodstock Association. 

Mark Tompkins, chairman of 
Newmarket Trainers’ Federation, said: 
“This is such a big shock to everybody 
in racing in the town. 

“He was such a lovely man and was 
always very helpful to everybody. Our 
condolences go to his wife and 
children.” 

Mr Payne was also president of 
Newmarket Rugby Club. 

Robert Voss, club secretary, said: 
“He joined the club about 25 years ago 
and was a loyal player and supporter. 

“He was the kind of player who 
always gave 100 per cent and never let

He always accepted whatever team he 
was selected for without making a fuss. 
“As a player on the field he was very 
influential and made a great contribution 
to the success of the club in the early 
years.” 

He had continued to play for the club’s 
veterans and would fit in his 
commitments between stable duties. 

Mr Voss said Mr Payne had worked 
tirelessly behind the scenes and had 
played an important role in the club’s 
bid to establish its own ground to 
replace its existing headquarters at the 
town’s Scaltback Middle School. 

“He will be sorely missed,” said Mr 
Voss. 

Police said the body of a man in his 60s 
was found in woodland near Middleton 
Stud after a call just before 7.30pm on 
Monday evening. 

“There were no suspicious 
circumstances and the coroner has 
been informed,” said a Suffolk police 
spokeswoman. 

Two bailed after neck 
injury attack on man 

TWO men remain on bail after 
questioning by police investigating an 
attack which left a young man with a 
"life threatening" injury. 

The 22-year-old suffered a neck injury 
caused by an unknown weapon in a 
service area off Wellington Street, 
Newmarket, near the Bushell pub at 
around 1am on Sunday, June 7. 

Two men arrested on suspicion of 
causing grievous bodily harm were due 
to have answered bail last week. Police 
have now said they have been further 
bailed until September 10 while inquiries 
continue. 

They are a 23-year-old from Exning and 
a 24-year-old from Newmarket. 

The victim of the attack was released 
from Addenbrooke’s Hospital after a 
day.

The victim, a woman in her 60s, 
discovered the purse, worth £85 with its 
contents, had gone after she was 
bumped into by a younger woman in the 
British Heart Foundation shop in 
Newmarket’s Guineas shopping centre. 
The suspect is believed to be a white 
woman in her early 20s, about 5ft 4in 
tall with dark shoulder-length hair.

Wine store scheme wins support 


NEW plans by a national wine store 
chain to open a shop in Newmarket 
have won support from town 
councillors. 

Members of the development 
and planning committee have 
backed the latest proposals by 
Majestic Wine for an outlet at the 
Clocktower junction. 

The company has reduced the 
size of the building and made other 
changes to the design after a 
previous scheme faced opposition - 
although district council planners 
said it was acceptable. 

Opponents of the previous 
scheme, from the Save Historic 
Newmarket Action Group, were at 
Monday’s meeting to put their 
views and hear the discussion. 


Justin Wadham, from the group, 
said: “I have spoken to over 350 
people about this and there has 
been unanimous horror at the 
original application but huge 
support and approval for the new 
design.” 

But he said he understood that 
Forest Heath District Council 
planners were intending to 
recommend refusal of planning 
permission because they wanted to 
see a three-storey building on the 
site of a former garage and tyre 
depot at the junction of Bury Road 
and Old Station Road. 

Majestic have indicated that they 
would be happy with a single¬ 
storey building. 

Cllr Bill Burch said: “I feel the 


latest proposals are a vast 
improvement, but I can’t really 
understand what I’ve heard about 
the planners wanting a three-storey 
building.” 

Cllr Glenn Edge said a taller 
building would create a “canyon 
effect” and would exacerbate 
pollution problems in the area. 

Cllr Richard Fletcher, chairman 
of the committee, said: “Forest 
Heath are the arbiters on this. But 
we can say we quite like this design 
and make the point made by Cllr 
Edge that a taller building would be 
detrimental to air quality in the 
area.” 


Vandals attack 
artificial pitch 


VANDALS burned an 
artificial cricket sur¬ 
face installed on The 
Severals green at 
Newmarket. 

The artificial surface, 
worth around £5,500, was 
installed about three 
months ago as a temp¬ 
orary measure while a 
newly-planted grass 
surface gets established. 

It is part of a £600,000 
scheme to prepare the 
green for a range of 
sports, including cricket. 
A new pavilion is current¬ 
ly being built. 

The scheme, organised 
by Newmarket Town 
Council, is being financed 
by Darley Stud Manage¬ 
ment, leading racehorse 
owner Sheikh Moham¬ 
med’s horse breeding 
operation. 

Cllr Jane Bailey, 
Newmarket’s mayor, said: 
“I think it’s very sad that 
people feel they can spoil 
things like this for other 
people. 

“To what purpose 
would anyone want to 
damage something that’s 
there for all the people in 
the town. 

“It’s just mindless 
damage and I think the 
people responsible 
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should feel ashamed of 
themselves.” 

Cllr Mick Jefferys, 
deputy mayor, said: “This 
surface was put down so 
that people could enjoy 
formal and informal 
cricket matches - at no 
cost - while the grass is 
established on the new 
wicket. 

“Now it will have to be 
relaid at the cost of the 
council taxpayer. 

“I’m surprised no-one 
saw it happening as this is 
a very open area.” 

About a metre-wide 
patch of the surface has 
been burned with a 
number of smaller areas 
affected. 

The incident happened 
some time on Thursday 
night or the early hours of 
Friday. The surface was 
burned in three places. 

Police are investigating 
the incident and have

Hammer finally falls on Conservative Club history 


Boating family’s 
escape as storm 
brings tree down 


A BOAT owner has 
told of his lucky 
escape when a tree 
fell on his craft 
during a storm. 

Retired solicitor 
Trevor Marshall had 
moored his water¬ 
way cruiser at Jude’s 
Ferry, West Row, 
when the willow 
tree crashed down 
early on Friday 

Mr Marshall, 60, 
and his wife Wendy, 
also 60, together 
with their 24-year- 
old daughter, were 
nearing the end of a 
three and half week 
holiday on the 
waterways in the 
region when the 
incident happened. 

Mr Marshall said: 
“It was very 
fortunate indeed 
that we were not hit 
by the main trunk. 
Earlier in the 
evening I had 
moved the boat 
back about five feet. 

“It happened at 
about 2.15am in 
extremely heavy 
rain and it could 
have been extreme¬ 
ly serious. There is a 
possibility that the 


boat could have 
sunk. 

“But as it turned 
out we had no 
injuries and the 
boat was undam¬ 
aged. Other boat 
owners moored 
next to us helped to 
manhandle some of 
the heavy branches 
off our boat. 

“The Environ¬ 
ment Agency sent a 
workboat down the 
next day to cut up 
and remove the tree 
which was blocking 
the River Lark at 
that point. 

“We had an 
extremely lucky 
escape.” 

An Environment 
Agency spokesman 
said the tree was 
removed because of 
the risk of flooding. 

He said: “We 
don’t have a 
responsibility for 
trees on the river 
banks. They are the 
responsibility of the 
land owners who 
would be advised to 
carry out regular 
checks on their 
trees.” 


Axe set to fal I on 
trees at old stables 


FOUR trees at 
historic stables are 
set to be felled after 
they were cate¬ 
gorised as dead, 
dying or dangerous. 

Two poplars, a 
maple and a 
sycamore are due to 
be cut down by 
contractors em¬ 
ployed by Forest 
Heath District 
Council, which 
owns the stables. 

A council spokes¬ 
woman said the 
trees need urgent 
attention. Other 
trees behind the 
stable yards will 
also undergo rem¬ 
edial work. 

The stables, 
which date from 


the reign of King 
Charles II, have 
been closed since 
1985. The council 
bought the listed 
buildings to save 
them and has been 
involved, with the 
Home of Horse¬ 
racing Trust, in 
ambitious plans to 
establish a major 
tourist attraction at 
the stables linked to 
Newmarket’s racing 
heritage. 

The council is 
continuing to 
maintain the 
stables until suff¬ 
icient finance is 
found for the multi¬ 
million pound 
scheme to go 
ahead. 


Woman hurt after 
horse rolls on her 


AROUND £1,400 was raised from an 
auction of the contents of the 
closed-down Newmarket Conser¬ 
vative Club. 

The club closed in January due to 
falling membership and income. 

Planning permission has been 
granted to convert the 116-year-old 
building into a cafe and restaurant - 
although the terms of the 
permission allow a range of uses 
which includes possible conversion 
into a shop, bank or building 
society. 

The club’s members are still 
holding functions at the town’s 


Palomino pub while a decision is 
reached about a possible move to a 
different building and a formal 
agreement is reached with 
developers over the sale of the 
building in Exeter Road. 

Auctioneer David Palmer, who 
has appeared on television shows 
Bargain Hunt and Flog It, conducted 
the sale held on the premises. 

Afterwards Cliff Pettitt, the club 
chairman, said the amount raised 
was “about what was expected.” 

One of the club’s snooker tables 
was sold at the auction and he said 
he was hopeful of selling the other 


one privately 

“Some things we expected to sell 
well didn’t fetch as much as we 
hoped, but others we didn’t expect 
to fetch much raised more,” he said. 

A framed photograph of Sir 
Winston Churchill, which had been 
stored in the club’s basement for 
years, sold for £30 - more than 
expected. 

But pictures of more recent 
Conservative leaders, including Mrs 
Thatcher, were sold for less. 

The money will go into club 
funds. 


A YOUNG woman 
suffered serious 
injuries when a 
horse rolled on her 
at stables in 
Newmarket. 

The East Anglian 
Air Ambulance was 
called to the 
stables in Hamil¬ 
ton Road on 
Saturday after¬ 
noon, together 
with two road 
ambulances.

rolled on her. 

The woman, 
believed to be 
about 20, was 
taken to Adden¬ 
brooke’s Hospital 
by road ambulance 
accompanied by a 
trauma specialist 
paramedic from 
the helicopter.

A COUPLE returned 
from holiday to find a 
car had crashed into 
their home demolishing 
the lounge. 

The crash moved brickwork 
and windows at Alistair and 
Wendy Rolph’s bungalow in 
Norfolk Avenue, Newmarket. 

The couple, in their 70s, 
returned from a holiday in 
Devon about an hour after the 
crash to find police and 
recovery crews still at the 
scene together with 
neighbours. 

Now their neighbours are 
intending to start a petition 
calling for action to reduce 
speeding on the road which is 
used as a “rat run” by 
motorists. 

Mr Rolph said: “We just 
came back to find debris and 
the car in the corner of the 
bungalow.” 

Mrs Rolph said: “I wouldn’t 
like to think what would have 
happened if we had been at 
home. 

“We’ve lived here for nine 
years and we were just getting 
the bungalow round to how 
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we wanted it. 

“We didn’t know all of our 
neighbours, but we do now. 
They’ve been very kind and 
about 10 people have offered 
us a spare room.” 

Anna Wiseman, who lives 
opposite in Halifax Way, said: 
“I heard the screeching of 
tyres and I got out of bed and 
saw the car had hit the 
bungalow. 

“The two lads and a girl who 
were in the car ran off. But 
they came back later. How 
they got out I don’t know 
looking at the state of the car. 
They were lucky and Mr and 
Mrs Rolph could have been 
killed if they had been at 
home. 

“This road has become a 
‘rat run.’ Every Saturday night 
we hear tyres screeching. Next 
time someone’s going to get 
killed.” 

Alan Brown, of Norfolk 
Avenue, said: “We want to get 
up a petition and take it 
around the estate. A lot of 


people on the estate are 
elderly and they shouldn’t 
have to put with speeding 
motorists." 

Police said they were called 


just after 11pm on Friday after 
a black Toyota MR2 car 
collided with the bungalow. 

Sam Herridge, 21, of 
Hollytrees, Bar Hill, was 


charged with drink-driving 
and careless driving and is 
due to appear before 
magistrates at Bury St 
Edmunds on Tuesday.

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Two remanded 
after assault in 
town car park 

TWO men have been remanded 
in custody accused of causing 
grievous bodily harm to a man 
and a woman in a car park 
attack. 

The pair, Lee Sparks and 
Michael Sheldrake, both aged 
23 and from Laurel Close, Red 
Lodge, are accused of assaulting 
Simon Herzog and Maria 
Massott in Newmarket’s park 
and ride car park in Willie 
Snaith Road in the early hours 
of Friday, luly 31.

They are due to appear at the 
same court on Tuesday when 
they are due to be sent to 
Ipswich Crown Court for trial. 

The court heard that Mr 
Herzog suffered serious head 
injuries and remains in 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital where 
his condition is now said to be 
stable. 

Miss Massott was allowed 
home after treatment in West 
Suffolk Hospital, Bury St 
Edmunds. 

A 54 -year-old man from the 
Mildenhall area, who was 
arrested in connection with the 
same incident, on suspicion of 
perverting the course of justice, 
has been released on police bail 
to return to Bury St Edmunds 
Police Station on September 21. 

Four other people arrested 
remain on police bail until 
September 14.

Warning to 
cyclists who

The town’s safer neigh¬ 
bourhood team (SNT) has 
received a number of com¬ 
plaints from pedestrians 
who have had to step out of 
the way of speeding cyclists.

Sgt Mark Shipton, of New¬ 
market SNT, said: “This is a 
problem that we regularly 
address as we want ped¬ 
estrians to remain safe. 
They are not expecting fast 
moving objects to be on the 
footpaths and as a result 
collisions can easily occur, 
especially involving vul¬ 
nerable groups such as the 
elderly or children. 

“I accept that some 
cyclists may not feel 
confident on busy roads and 
often take to the pavements 
in the belief that they will be 
safer. Unfortunately this is 
quite often not the case and 
by doing so they are dis¬ 
obeying the law. I encourage 
people to make use of the 
cycle paths and to ride in the 
road rather than the 
pavement in order to pre¬ 
vent future collisions.” 

Part of the High Street 
pavement in the Rutland Hill 
area is designated as a cycle 
path and a new cycle path 
opened this year along the 
pavement in Exning Road. 


Tributes paid to 
town’s first mayor 


TRIBUTES have been 
paid to Newmarket's 
first mayor who has 
died at the age of 97. 

Kenneth Kemp-Turner 
became the first person to 
hold the title of Mayor of 
Newmarket after the 
formation of the town council 
in 1999. 

He held the title for a year 
and did not seek re-election 
as a councillor when his four- 
year term of office came to an 
end in 2003. 

He subsequently moved to 
Kent where he died in a 
nursing home in Ashford last 
week. 

As well as playing a major 
part in setting up a town 
council in Newmarket, his 36 
years in local government 
included a term as chairman 
of the former Newmarket 
Urban District Council and a 
record four-year term as 
chairman of Suffolk County

1982. 

He was an active 
campaigner fighting plans for 
a London overspill estate in 
Newmarket in the late 1960s 
and battled to save the town’s 
general hospital in the 1980s. 

He was made a CBE in the 
1984 Birthday Honours for his 
services to local government. 

After Army service in the 
Middlesex Regiment he took 
up civilian appointments with 
the Ministry of Defence and a 
number of other government 
bodies. 

He later worked as a private 
property and planning 
consultant. 

Cllr Bill Burch, a former 
mayor, said: “Kenneth was 
deeply involved with 
Newmarket, being a great 
asset to the community with

his efforts of retaining the 
hospital and supporting 
many local community 
projects. 

“Since Kenneth moved to 


Kent, his expertise and 
wisdom have been greatly 
missed by his fellow 
councillors, some of whom 
joined him as councillors at 
the inauguration of New¬ 
market Town Council. Our 
feelings are with his family at 
this sad time.” 

Cllr Mick fefferys, current 
deputy mayor, said: “He made 
a great contribution to the 
town. 

“His appointment as the 
first mayor was something 
that the whole council felt 
appropriate. 

He added: “We felt it was 
important to have someone 
as experienced as he was to 
lead us.” 

Mr Kemp-Turner is 
survived by his wife Dee and 
two daughters. 

A private family funeral is 
to be held in Kent. 

However, there are plans for 
a memorial service in 
Newmarket at a future date.

Extra chiefs at NHS 


HUNDREDS of extra NHS 
managers have been 
appointed in the region - 
as the number of nurses 
has fallen. 

New figures reveal 3,449 
managers and senior 
managers were working 
for the NHS in the East of 
England in 2008 - up 274 
from a year earlier. 

Over the same time, 78 
practice nurse positions 
disappeared, says the 
NHS Information Centre, 
with numbers dropping 
from 2,591 to 2,513. 

The figures also reveal 
the number of managers 
increased by an average of 
5.5 per cent every year 
between 1998 and 2008 - 
a 70 per cent rise in total. 

It is more than double 


the 2.5 per cent annual 
increase in numbers of 
qualified nurses in the 
same period, with there 
only being an average 
annual increase of 3.9 per 
cent in the number of 
doctors. 

The NHS East of Eng¬ 
land said it “provides 
strategic leadership and 
support to the local NHS”, 
and helped to turn a £150 
million deficit into a £180 
surplus over the last three 
years. 

“We have made clear 
progress on issues that 
matter to patients, inclu¬ 
ding waiting times; access 
to health screening; and 
dealing with healthcare- 
associated infections,” it 
said in a statement. 


Revamp for 
lab facility 

A LABORATORY at Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital 
investigating the causes of 
diabetes has undergone a 
major revamp. 

The Core Biochemical 
Assay Laboratory will now 
analyse up to 75,000 
samples for researchers 
each year following the 
opening of its new facilities. 
The lab is part of the 
Cambridge Biomedical 
Research Centre - one of 
five Comprehensive 
Biomedical Research 
Centres funded by the 
National Institute for Health 
Research. Maggie Hales, 
widow of Prof Nick Hales, 
head of Clinical Biochem¬ 
istry at Addenbrooke’s in 
the 1980s and 90s, opened 
the refurbished laboratory. 


Plaudits for designers 
of evacuation device 


A NEW system for evacuating 
elderly residents from care 
homes has scooped a top 
award in Cambridgeshire. 

The “re-locatable evacua¬ 
tion device” was invented by 
apprentices at BAE Systems. 

The device, which attaches 
to a wheelchair to enable 
nurses to evacuate residents 
via a staircase in the event of 
a fire, has been designed for 
Sue Ryder Care, BAE Systems’ 
UK partner charity. 

The team - consisting of 
Naill Fordham, Nathan 
Sandland, Joshua Stubbs, 
Robert Condliffe, Adam 
Tweats and Ryan Griffiths - 
scooped top prize in the 


company’s annual innovation 
challenge, held at the Imperial 
War Museum in Duxford. 

Paul Woodward, chief 
executive of Sue Ryder Care, 
said: “The mechanical devices 
have presented us with some 
real opportunities to improve 
the evacuation of residents in 
our care centres in an 
emergency situation, while 
the electrical devices offer 
some interesting ideas to help 
people in our care to enjoy 
and partake in music therapy. 

“We are working in 
partnership with BAE 
Systems to explore the 
potential of taking the 
prototypes to production.” 
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Recession hits 
racing charity 


THE recession has hit a 
charity supporting horse- 
racing workers by more 
than £5 million. 

Newmarket-based Racing 
Welfare received nearly £2.6 
million less last year in don¬ 
ations than it did in 2007. 

And more than £3 million 
was wiped off the value of its 
investments. 

The charity, which took on its 
current form in 2000 with a 
merger of several racing char¬ 
ities, has said it has the ability 
to “ride out” short-term falls in 
the value of investments and 
other assets. 

But the charity’s chairman 
Roger Weatherby has appealed 
for more support. 

In a letter accompanying the 
charity’s annual review, he said: 
“Our services are being called 
upon now more than ever 
before in our history. 

“We receive no government 
or significant industry grant

Rocks hurled 
at 31 vehicles 


DRIVERS on the A14 narr¬ 
owly avoided disaster after 
a mentally ill man began 
hurling rocks at oncoming 
vehicles. 

Motorists on the eastbound 
dual carriageway of the busy 
main road were forced to pull 
over when their windscreens 
and windows were smashed by 
large stones thrown by Edmund 
Aoko. 

Several motorists were injured 
by broken glass in the terrifying 
incident at Swaffham Bulbeck, 
including the driver of a Calor 
gas tanker which sustained 
£5,000 damage when its wind¬ 
screen was smashed. 

Cambridge Crown Court 
heard how a total of 31 vehicles 
were damaged by the paranoid 
25-year-old, who began 
throwing stones in protest over 
his supposed persecution by

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police. 

He believed officers had 
“electronically stopped” his car 
and impounded it, saying he 
would not stop throwing rocks 
until they gave it back to him. 

Punam Malhan, prosecuting, 
said: “He was seen throwing 
rocks and stones at passing 
motorists. 

“He then crossed over the road 
and went to throw himself into 
the path of passing traffic. 

“As soon as he got to the 
central reservation, he picked up 
a stone the size of a golf ball and 
threw it at a passing car. 

“One of the drivers hit by one 
of the rocks said she thought 
someone was shooting at cars. 
She was scared and frightened - 


she pulled over and burst into 
tears. 

“The driver of the tanker was 
unable to avoid the missiles 
which were thrown at speed and 
with some force.” 

She said the incident ended 
when the Calor gas tanker driver 
pulled over and remonstrated 
with Aoko. 

Aoko, of Source Walk, 
Kempston, near Bedford, 
pleaded guilty to criminal 
damage on October 23, which 
doctors say he committed 
during “an acute psychotic 
episode”. 

He was released on bail 
pending medical reports. 

Recorder Patricia Lynch 
indicated she would impose a 
community-based sentence 
when he returns to court on 
August 28, given his impaired 
psychological condition during 
the incident.

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Two suicide 
verdicts on 
racing staff 


TWO workers in New¬ 
market’s horse racing 
industry hanged them¬ 
selves despite campaigns 
supported by industry 
leaders which promote 
counselling schemes. 

Racing Welfare, the 
industry’s charity, launched a 
campaign to encourage 
workers to seek help after a 
spate of suicides more than 
three years ago. 

And earlier this year the 
charity launched a 24-hour 
helpline for anyone employed 
in, or retired from, the 
industry 

Separate inquests into the 
deaths of Vincent Bray, 37, 
and David Grant, 24, were 
held at Bury St Edmunds by 
Suffolk coroner Dr Peter 
Dean, who recorded that the 
men took their own lives. 

Mr Bray was found dead at 
his home in Gordon Richards 
Close, Newmarket, on the 
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evening of May 26 by his 
partner Sharon Deane. 

Dr Dean said Mr Bray had 
worked as a stable lad at a 
racing yard in the town until 
shortly before his death. 

He had some “personal 
difficulties” and had become 
depressed. 

The coroner said it had 
been noted that Mr Bray, who 
left what appeared to be a 
suicide message on a mobile 
phone, had made a previous 
attempt to take his own life. 
But he said that Mr Bray was 
held in “high regard” by his 
family. 

Mr Grant, who was found 
dead in the cottage he shared 
with other workers at trainer 
Rae Guest’s stables in Ham¬ 
ilton Road, Newmarket, had 
received counselling for a 
drink problem, the coroner 
said. 


Basith Umar, one of the 
workers who shared the 
cottage, found Mr Grant’s 
body in his room on June 26 
when he took his mobile 
phone in to him after finding 
it on a shoe rack. 

Mr Umar said Mr Grant 
had laughed and joked the 
previous evening when they 
shared a meal. 

The coroner said a blood 
sample taken from Mr 
Grant’s body showed 156 
milligrams of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of blood - almost 
double the legal limit for 
driving. Dr Dean said a 
suicide note was found. 

Racing Welfare’s annual 
report, which has just been 
published, shows that more 
than 1,300 people were 
helped by the charity’s wel¬ 
fare officers last year in a 
total of 3,128 counselling 
sessions. The helpline 
number is 0800 6300 443.

A CLOSED- 
down village 
petrol station 
and shop is set 
to be redeve¬ 
loped despite 
local oppo¬ 
sition. 

The garage and 
store at Dulling- 
ham has been the 
subject of a 
planning battle 
since 2006. 

Previous appli¬ 
cations for plan¬ 
ning permission for 
housing develop¬ 
ments were re¬ 
jected by East 
Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 
But now the 
council has agreed 
that a modified 
scheme can go 
ahead. 

Kitewood Estates 
has been granted 
outline permission 
for two four- 
bedroom houses 
and a terrace of 
three three-bed¬ 
room houses. 

District council 
planners said the 
scheme was “sym¬ 
pathetic to the 
character of the 
adjoining conserv¬ 
ation area and the 
prominent nature 
of the site.” 

But the parish 
council argued that 
the scheme should 
be rejected on

those given by a 
planning inspector 
who rejected an 
appeal against the 
refusal of per¬ 
mission for a 
previous proposal.

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Loss of sight is no barrier as Alan 
takes 100k Sahara trek in his stride

J UST before dawn 
broke, Alan 
Chamley 
unzipped his tent 
and looked out at 
the view - a wide 
stretch of the Sahara 
desert, bathed in 
moonlight. The 
sand glittering, it 
was an incredible 
sight; a sight Alan 
will always 
remember. 

“It was beautiful,” says 
the father-of-two. “The 
moon was really bright, 
reflecting off the floor of 
the desert. 

“Those very early 
mornings were one of 
the most amazing things 
about the trip. Normally 
I can’t see anything in 
moonlight, but in the 
Sahara I could.” 

Alan, 50, is registered 
blind. Diagnosed with a 
degenerative eye 
condition more than 30 
years ago, it has left him 
with just seven per cent 
sight in one eye; known 
as Retinitis Pigmentosa 
(RP), one of the 
symptoms is ever- 
increasing tunnel-vision. 

Alan cannot drive, 
read or even recognise 
his wife’s face. But, 
despite it all, he remains 
incredibly positive: 
determined to live life to 
the full, he’s just trekked 
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100k in the Sahara to 
raise cash for charity. 

“I am a glass half-full 
kind of person,” says 
Alan, with a laugh. “But 
when I first saw the 
advert, asking for people 
to go on the trek, I 
thought I couldn’t 
possibly do it. Yet I am so 
glad I did. It was an 
incredible experience. 

“The whole time I was 
there I kept thinking: 
‘This is Africa! I’m in 
Africa!’ But it wasn’t just 
the place that was 
special - it was the 
people who really made 
it.” 

Alan was one of 14 
visually impaired people 
to do the trek, which 
raised more than £50,000 
for The British RP 
Society. They were 
accompanied by seven 
sighted volunteers. 

“They did so much for 
us,” explains Alan. “I 
used to lie awake at night 
thinking: ‘How can I ever 
give back what I’ve 
received?’ 

“Saying ‘thank-you’ a 
thousand times a day 
wasn’t adequate. Even 
thinking about it now 
makes me feel 
emotional: they gave me 
so much.” 

Alan, who lives in 
Sawston, has had 


problems with his 
eyesight all his life. As a 
small child, he was 
found to have a lazy eye; 
by his teens, he was 
struggling to see at night; 
in his late teens, he was 
finally diagnosed with 
RP. 

“I was glad I knew 
what it was, that I had a 
name for it,” remembers 
Alan. “I was told that my 
eyesight would get 
worse, that one day I 
might lose it completely, 
but at the time I don’t 
recall being traumatised 
or worried about it. 

“All that was in the 
future: when you’re 18 
even 30 is old.” 

Alan met Wendy, his 
wife of 22 years, at a club 
for young Rotarians. “She 
knew from the start that 
I had dodgy vision,” he 
says, with a smile. “But 
she - and her family - 
made me feel very much 
accepted.” 

The couple went on to 
have two sons, Stuart, 18, 
and Craig, 11. 

They knew that RP is 
inherited: one of Alan’s 
two brothers also has the 
condition. But, keen to 
have a family, they went 
ahead; although any 
daughters would have 
been carriers of the RP 
gene, they knew sons 
would not suffer from 
the disease themselves. 

“At the moment there 
is no known cure,” 


continues Alan. “But 
we’re hopeful that, for 
future generations, that 
won’t be the case: 
research is being carried 
out into silicone 
implants and genetic 
therapy, among other 
things.” 

Alan’s eyesight has 
deteriorated, little by 
little, over the years. “I 
had to stop driving 18 
years ago,” he says. 

“I can’t read any more: 
four years ago I could 
read the Christmas cards 
when they came; three 
years ago I found I 
couldn’t. 

“I lost the ability to 
recognise faces four or 
five years ago. When I 
look at someone now, I 
can see their right eye 
and eyebrow and a bit of 
their nose. 

“And that’s not very 
clear: I have these kind 
of kinky lines in front of 
my eyes, called 
scotomas. 

“I can’t even recognise 
my wife’s face. We were 
running a stall a few 
months ago, to raise 
money for the trek, and 
when Wendy came up to 
me I said: ‘Can I help 
you?’ - she said: ‘No, you 
idiot, it’s me’. 

“I know some people 
wouldn’t think it, but I do 
consider myself lucky: I 
was able to see the boys 
growing up. 

“And it’s a family joke

that I can still spot food 
and drink at 50 paces .. .” 

When Alan signed up 
for the trek last year, he 
was working for BT. Each 
trekker was set a 
fundraising target of 
£3,000: with help from 
his family and friends, 
and donations from 
several Cambridge 
colleges, Alan collected a 
total of £3,600. 

“When you’re down the 
pub and tell people 
you’re doing a trek across 
the desert, people are 
quite impressed,” he 
says. 

“When they know 
you’ve got a visual 
impairment too, they are 
even more impressed; 
people were very 
generous.” 

During his fundraising, 
Alan’s contract with BT 
came to an end. 
Beginning to apply for 
other jobs, he went for a 
post as services co¬ 
ordinator at Support 4 
Sight, a charity in Saffron 
Walden. 

“One of the questions 
was: ‘Have you ever 
managed a project 
before?”’ explains Alan. “I 
was able to say: ‘Yes, a 
fundraising project’. I got 
the job and it’s fantastic, I 
love it.” 

When Alan finally set 
off for the trek, in the 
spring of this year, he 
admits it was a daunting 
prospect. 

“Even getting across 
Heathrow was harder 
than I thought it would 
be,” he says. 

“Normally I’ve got my 


wife or my sons with me. 
This time I was with a 
group of virtual 
strangers.” 

But Alan says the group 
soon began to bond - 
and finished the trek firm 
friends. “We had a good 
laugh,” he explains. “I 
told the sighted trekkers 
not to worry if I fell over, 
that I’d just pick myself 
up again and it would be 
fine. 

“One of them had real 
problems with left and 
right: she’d say: ‘Left, left, 
keep going left -1 mean 
right’. 

“It’s impossible to 
describe the Sahara, but 
one thing I noticed 
straight away was how 
quiet it is in the desert. 

“As I was walking I was 
looking six or eight foot 
in front, to see where I 
was going. 

“But the sighted people 
reminded me to look up 
at the scenery, to look at 
a sand dune in the 
distance, or a camel, or 
an ant running across the 
ground. In the desert, 
even an ant is a feature!” 

The trek was tough: it 
took the group up and 
down dunes and across 
dusty plains in 
temperatures up to 35C. 

Alan has an old ankle 
injury which flared up on 
the very first day but, 
dosing himself with 
painkillers, he didn’t let 
the pain stand in his way. 

The trek was, adds 
Alan, about raising 
awareness of RP as well 
as money to fund 
research into the disease. 


“I use a symbol cane 
when I go out,” he 
continues. 

“More than anything, 
it’s to warn other people 
that I might move a bit 
slowly, so they won’t 
bump into me. 

“Sometimes people do 
walk into you, but you 
have to think they just 
haven’t seen the cane, 
that they’re upset, or in a 
hurry, or have got 
something on their 
mind.” 

Alan enjoyed the 
Sahara trek so much, he 
has signed up for another 
fundraiser - a trip to 
Namibia in 2010. 

Wendy will be going 
with him this time, as a 
sighted helper. In total, 
the couple are aiming to 
raise £6,500 for the RP 
Society. 

“If I went totally blind 
in the future, I would 
have to accept it,” 
concludes Alan. 

“I think acceptance is 
the key actually: if you 
can accept what happens 
and get on with your life, 
that’s a great help. 

“Losing your eyesight 
can be quite isolating, 
but I think I’ve got a 
better social life now 
than ever. 

“I know it might sound 
a bit strange, but if I woke 
up tomorrow and had full 
vision, I think I’d find it 
really confusing. 

He added: “Having RP 
has made me who I am, 
and I’m not at all 
unhappy with that.”

A CAMBRIDGE agency has 
been slammed for dishing out 
£12,000 of taxpayers' money - 
to a group which did a survey 
showing people in Egypt, Pak¬ 
istan and Burma were happier 
than people in New Zealand, 
Switzerland and the UK. 

The grant is one of several, totall¬ 
ing £115,000, paid by the East of Eng¬ 
land Development Agency to three 
think-tanks and a lobbying firm, 
according to the Taxpayers’ Alliance. 

The payouts were branded “nuts” 
by Richard Normington, Conservat¬ 
ive Party spokesman in Cambridge. 

The Taxpayers’ Alliance has pub¬ 
lished a report looking into money 
spent by Government-funded bodies 
on political campaigning and lobby¬ 
ing. It details four payments made by 
the EEDA: 

■ £12,341 to the New Economics 
Foundation; 

■ £25,049 to the Institute for Public 
Policy Research (IPPR); 

■ £59,472 to a consultancy, Fishburn 
Hedges, for “public affairs, stake-

holder engagement and public relat¬ 
ions consultancy”. 

■ £18,454 to the New Local Govern¬ 
ment Network (NLGN); 

Mr Normington said: “The New 
Economics Foundation is the body 
that said people in Egypt, Pakistan 
and Burma lead longer, happier and 
more meaningful lives than those of 
us here or in places like New Zealand

or Switzerland. That’s nuts.” 

He said EEDA’s role was to offer 
businesses support locally, not to 
spend money in this way. 

“A Conservative government will 
end Regional Development Agencies 
and allow local authorities to form 
enterprise partnerships to promote 
economic development,” he said. 

Matthew Elliott, of the TaxPayers’ 


Alliance, said: “Regional Develop¬ 
ment Agencies are ineffective, waste¬ 
ful and unpopular, using taxpayers’ 
cash to try to save their own skins. 

“Instead of focusing on their miss¬ 
ion, they are squandering money on 
lobbying politicians to persuade 
them not to abolish RDAs.” 

An EEDA spokesman said: “The 
New Economics Foundation won its 
funding through a competitive 
tendering process to conduct an 
economic appraisal demonstrating 
the benefits of planned investment 
into Norwich. 

“This has informed subsequent 
local investment decisions. 

“Funding to the IPPR facilitated a 
national research contract to under¬ 
take in-depth research in the East of 
England looking at people on low 
pay in the health sector and barriers 
they face to progressing on to 
higher value jobs. 

“NLGN provides us with regular 
briefings on issues of importance to 
development agencies and local 
government, contributory oppor¬ 
tunities for research as well as a 
forum for exchanging best-practice 
and listening to our key partners, 
including local authorities.” 


Police radios 
on list of kit 
gone missing 


HIGH-TECH 
police radios 
which give 
officers crime¬ 
fighting inform¬ 
ation on the beat 
were among kit 
lost by officers. 

More than 
£23,000 worth of 
the Cambridge¬ 
shire force’s 
equipment has 
been lost or 
stolen in the last 
two years. 

Among the 
items misplaced 
were 34 helmets, 
83 flat caps, 111 
pairs of gloves, 54 
torches and an 
£800 ride-on 
mower. 

They also 
admitted losing 
42 pairs of hand¬ 
cuffs, 20 batons, 
three sets of body 
armour, 16 radios 
and other equip¬ 
ment totalling 
£18,000. 

Figures re¬ 
leased under the 
Freedom of In¬ 
formation Act 


revealed a further 
£5,500 worth of 
force property 
has been stolen 
from police 
premises. 

The force had 
15 bicycles and 11 
sat-navs swiped 
as well as £200- 
worth of PC video 
games. 

Thieves also 
got their hands 
on police clothing 
and official forms 
authorising stop- 
and-search proc¬ 
edures, leading to 
fears of police 
impersonators 
committing 
crimes. 

A police 
spokesman said: 
“The force emp¬ 
loys more than 
1,400 officers and 
although all staff 
are encouraged to 
keep their prop¬ 
erty securely stor¬ 
ed it is inevitable 
that some items 
of kit will be lost 
or stolen.”

Shopping trip with 
disabled mum 
leads to £50 fine

A SHOPPER and her 
disabled mother have been 
fined £50 for exceeding 
their stay at a retail centre 
car park. 

Sue Czucha and her 
mother, a blue badge 
holder, were out enjoying a 
day of shopping in 
Cambridge’s Beehive 
Centre for Mrs Czucha’s 
birthday. 

Despite having a blue 
badge on display, the pair 
were amazed to find they 
had been handed a fine for 
exceeding the centre’s 
parking limit of three and a 
half hours by just nine 
minutes. 

Mrs Czucha, from 
Burwell, said: “This is an 
inadequate amount of time, 
especially if one is 
shopping with a disabled 
person who has a blue 
badge which we 
displayed.” 

She added that the 
number of shops also 
makes getting around the 
centre in under three and a 
half hours an unreasonable 
time limit. Those who are 
not disabled have three 
hours. 

Unwilling to pay the

penalty charge notice, Mrs 
Czucha has no plans to 
return to the Beehive 
Centre. 

She said: “All this does is 
drive away potential 
customers from Cambridge 
at a time when store 
owners are feeling the 
pinch of the recession.” 

Mrs Czucha and her 
mother had been to several 
stores including TK Maxx, 
Home Style, Conway Pine 
and Asda before grabbing a 
cup of coffee in the store 
restaurant. 

But once she left the car 
park her vehicle - which 
had been photographed on 
the way in-was snapped 
again, triggering the car 
park’s policy. 

The Beehive’s policy is 
displayed on 35 signs 
throughout the retail park, 
but Mrs Czucha and her 
mother did not spot them. 

It came as a shock two 
weeks later then when a 
penalty charge notice for 
£50 dropped through the 
letterbox indicating that 


they had exceeded the 
maximum stay. 

A spokesman for Parking 
Eye, which runs the parking 
in the Beehive Centre: 
“Disabled people are 
allowed an extra 30 
minutes. We don’t have to 
do that. 

“You have to draw the 


line somewhere. There is 
no national requirement. 
You have to have a cut-off 
point somewhere.” 

He added Mrs Czucha 
had not contacted the 
company and urged her to 
do so. “Then we can 
resolve this issue,” he 
added.

How you can save the 
fruits of your labour 


I t’s a gardeners’ 
dilemma at harvest 
time: pick your veg 
when it’s tender and your 
fruit when it’s just ripe, 
eat as much as you can, 
give some away - and 
then what do you do with 
the rest? 

How do you store them all? 
Most families cannot manage 
all the runner beans and 
courgettes they have grown this 
season, let alone the summer 
fruit, so end up with harvests 
lurking at the bottom of the 
freezer months later. 

But there are particular crops 
harvested throughout the 
summer which you will enjoy 
eating in the winter months 
and which keep better than 
others, provided you store them 
properly 

You can freeze raspberries in 
a single layer on metal trays. 
Once frozen, the fruits should 
be transferred to polythene 
bags or plastic boxes, which 
makes them easier to separate 
when required. 

Redcurrants also make useful 
fruits in the winter, pepping up 
puddings and pies, and should 
be frozen in the same way as 
raspberries. 

If you pick blackcurrants 
when they have ripened fully, 
they also freeze well and you 
can save time by freezing whole 
bunches. 

Anyone who has ever tried to 
freeze strawberries will know 
that they usually end up a 
soggy mess during the

defrosting process. 

So if you want the taste of 
summer strawberries, puree 
them before freezing and they 
can be added to ice cream in 
winter or used as a coulis 
around a delicious chocolate 
dessert. 

There are many vegetables 
that will freeze well, including 
dwarf French beans, garden 
peas, broad beans and 
mangetout. They should be 
frozen in small quantities, so 
each time you take out a bag it 
will do for the family meal. 

Cauliflower and calabrese 
can also be frozen, and the best 
way is to remove the largest 
stalks and separate into florets, 
freezing on metal trays before 
transferring to a bag. 

If you want to store 
vegetables for longer than a 
month, you should blanch 
them first, putting them into a 
colander and plunging them in 
boiling water for up to three 
minutes (sweetcorn requires 
up to six minutes) before 
cooling them quickly in a bowl 
of iced water. 

To freeze spinach, it’s best to 
cook it first, removing the 


stalks and then simmering until 
soft. It can then be squeezed to 
eliminate the excess water, 
rolled into balls and frozen. 

Anyone with a glut of ripe 
herbs should also take action 
now, because they are 
wonderful later on in the year. 

Freeze coriander, basil, mint, 
parsley and thyme in ice-cube 
trays. Blanch sprigs of herbs by 
dipping them in boiling water 
for a few seconds until the 
colour intensifies, then chop 
roughly and transfer into 
individual compartments of the 
ice-cube tray. They should then 
be covered with water and 
frozen before being transferred 
to bags. 

Alternatively, pack the herbs 
into butter and freeze that in 
cubes, or add them to flavour 
olive oil or wine vinegar. 

Tomatoes don’t freeze well as 
a fruit, but the answer again is 
to skin them. 

Pour boiling water over the 
fruit, leave for a few minutes 
and then the skin should come 
off easily. 

After that, puree and freeze 
them, ready to add to bolognese 
and other tomato-based pasta 
sauces or casseroles. 

You can keep other surpluses 
of vegetables by liquidising 
them, freezing them in bags or 
food boxes and using them as a 
base for soup. 

And if you run out of space in 
your freezer, remember that 
potatoes, carrots, parsnips, 
leeks and sprouts can be left in 
the ground or on the plant until 
required in the winter. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Sunflower (Helianthus) 

They are the most majestic of 
plants and yet the easiest to 
grow, and ideal for kids to sow 
as the seeds are big enough for 
little fingers to handle. 

Sunflowers reach their peak 
between July and September, 
and the giant varieties reach 
38cm across because they only 
produce a single stem with one 
massive head at the top. You 
can also buy branching 
varieties to use as cut flowers 
and dwarf versions to enjoy as 
patio plants. 

When flowering has finished, 
leave the seedheads standing as 
the birds will enjoy a feeding 
frenzy on the seeds in the 
middle of the flowers. 

For maximum size, feed the 
plants weekly with liquid 
fertiliser and stake tall varieties. 
Good annual varieties include 
H annuus Autumn Beauty’, 
which comes in mixed shades 
from lemon to dark red, but 
there are also perennial types 
which aren’t as tall and whose 
flowers measure 5-7.5cm 
across. These are better suited 
to the back of a border, with 
strong stems bearing yellow or 
golden blooms in late summer 
and early autumn. 

All sunflowers need a sunny 
position in any reasonable 
garden soil.

USED cars have shot up in price this 
year - the increase is averaging 25 per 
cent for one-year-old motors - but 
even so, UK experts are urging 
customers to dive in now and buy, 
buy, buy. 

The reason? Dealer stocks of secondhand 
vehicles have dwindled to an all-time low, 
says trade pricing bible Glass’s Guide - and 
the situation is going to get worse. 

“The remarkable and unparalleled 
recovery in prices since January might 
appear out of step with a depressed 
economy but, in reality, the higher prices 
stem more from the limited supply of used 
cars rather than a significant increase in 
retail demand,” says Adrian Rushmore, 
managing editor of the guide. 

“Be warned - prices are not expected to 
fall in the coming months, as the supply of 
vehicles becomes even more constrained. 

“Since the third quarter of 2008, the very 
depressed new-car market has seen far 
fewer cars registered - particularly short¬ 
term rental vehicles and dealer 
demonstrators - leading to an all-time low 
in the supply of‘younger’ cars for sale. 

“So prices have risen, in line with the 
laws of supply and demand.” 

This pattern has been repeated in the 
market for older secondhand cars, where

The jobs are out 


WITH high-profile redun¬ 
dancy announcements 
dominating the headlines, 
new research reveals the 
myths that candidates 
believe - and the reality. 

According to a poll of 
4,000 workers by 
Iobsite.co.uk, one in three 
workers - 9.9 million 
people - (34 per cent) 
believe potential employ¬ 
ers look badly on candi¬ 
dates who have been 
made redundant. 

Yet research among 500 
HR managers reveals that 
one in three companies (35 
per cent) are in fact active¬ 
ly targeting candidates 
who have been made 
redundant by rival firms. 

At the same time, many 
candidates are reluctant to 
move jobs, as one in eight 
(12 per cent) believe in the 


myth that employers take 
a “last-in, first-out” 
approach to redundancy 

However, HR man¬ 
agers’ approach to hiring 
is the opposite to candi¬ 
date perceptions, with 
one in three (35 per cent) 
looking to hire specific 
talent now to help see 
their companies get 
through the downturn 
and enjoy rapid recovery 
as the economy improves. 

More than half (53 per 
cent) are also still engaging 
in general recruitment, 
including replacing exiting 
members of staff, with 80 
per cent looking to fill per¬ 
manent, full time roles. 

In spite of this, more 
than a third of candidates 
(34 per cent) are not confi¬ 
dent in the jobs market, 
and many speculate that 


there are no jobs available. 

Keith Potts, CEO of 
Iobsite.co.uk, said: “Job 
losses are dominating the 
headlines, but not all 
companies are shedding 
staff or freezing recruit¬ 
ment. It’s easy to see how 
job-hunting myths can 
come to fruition when 
candidates are under 
increased stress. 

“However, our research 
shows that in this difficult 
time many businesses 
need talented, committed 
employees more than 
ever. We would recom¬ 
mend candidates who are 
unhappy in their current 
roles look before they 
leap - researching their 
prospective employers 
thoroughly At the same 
time, we would also 
encourage people to have 


there 

the confidence to follow 
their career aspirations. 
Even in a downturn, there 
are excellent opportuni¬ 
ties out there.” 

Despite the recession, 
12.8 million people (44 
per cent) are still looking 
for a new job, with one in 
eight candidates (12 per 
cent) actively searching 
for a new role and one in 
four (24 per cent) open to 
offers. Another one in 12 
(eight per cent) are plan¬ 
ning to move in the next 
year. 

It’s not just out-of-work 
candidates who are look¬ 
ing for new roles either - 
only one in six (16 per 
cent) does so because 
they have been made 
redundant, or has con¬ 
cerns over their job in the 
near future.
